Close Call of Liout. Henry Motoalfo, 
Now a Louisville Drummer. 

Lieut. Henry Metcalfe, of Ohio 
county, made his old messmate in the 
army, Col. W. G. Welch, a visit Sat- 
urday and Sunday, says the Stanford 
Interior Journal. It was their first 
meeting since they parted 'noarly 24 
years ago and they met a> soldiers 
should. The Lieutenant was with 
Sue Munday when he was m Killed, 
having accidentally gotten with him 
as ho was making his way back to 
his command, after his oscape from a 
prison in Ohio. He, Magruder and 
Monthly had spent tho night ill a to- 
bacco barn and about daylight next 
morning a company of sixty-two Un- 
ion soldiers charged down upon it, 
but he and Munday, Magruder was 
lying terribly wounded, opened up- 
on them with their pistols and suc- 
cessfully prevented their entrance. 
They fell bsck and sent in a flag ol 
truce by some countrymen who told 
them that they could surrender or 
thoy would proceed to burn the build- 
ing over them. The besieged men 
said they would converse with t lie 
officer on tho subject, aud ho accord- 
ingly came, and upon his solemn 
promlso that he should be treated as 
a prisoner of war, Licutonant Metcalfo 
agreed to surreudur. Munday at first 
positively refined, but he thinks that 
upon tho samo promise that was made 
to him he finally agreed to do so. Then 
they were taken In Louisville by boat, 
he and Munday being handcuffed to- 
gether, and all subsequently condemn- 
ed lo bo hung by a drum-head court- 
martial. Munday was (iking imme- 
diately, and Magruder suffered the 
same fate after he had sufficiently re- 
covered from his wounds to stand up 
By Intervention of friends, who pre- 
sented indisputable proof that the 
Lieutenant was a regularly enlisted 
soldier, his life was spared, and the 
war endlngshortly afterwards he was 
released. He suffered great hardships 
while he was under sentonce of death, 
being chained lo the floor by both 
hands aud feet, aud the impress of 
the irons still show themselves In 
scars on his limbs, lie says that his sen- 
tence did not particularly worry him, 
as he had reached that stage that he did 
not caro much whether ho lived or 
died. Munday met his fate as bravely as 
ever man did, ami when taken from 
the prison, oil the morning of the ex- 
ecution, went forth fearless of death, 
though lie hatod the idea of being hung 
Instead of being shot. He was a leg 
ularly enlisted Confederate soldier, 
aud was with Gen. Huckner at the 
surrondor of Fort Donelson, as Lieut. 
Metcalfo knows of his own knowl- 
edge. Tho Lieutenant, while now 
traveling for a tobacco warehouse in 
Ijoulsville, Is a prosperous farmer 
aud a happy married man, with half 
a duzon or so children growing up 
around, him but ho nover has entire 
ly forgiven his enemies, and is to 
some extent at least still an uurepen- 
taut, unreconstructed rebel. 



The citizens of Muhlenberg county 
are preparing to reaist with arms the 
collection of the bonded railroad debt 
of the county. Three hundred men 
were encamncd in Greenville last 
week ready to begin tho ahed- 
dlng of blood If necessary to prevent 
the collection of the tax. The debt 
now amounts to $2,206,!>0ll, while the 
assessed valuation of property in the 
county is only 12,100,000.

The Turnpike Co. Given the Bight 
of Way By a Nearly Unani- 
mous Vote. 

The County Court of Claims mot 
yesterday morning lor Ihe consider- 
ation of the turnpike matter, Judge 
Anderson on Ihe bench. Thirty-two 
magistrates wero prcseut, the only 
absentees being J. II. Durham, 
and W. D. Ferguson. 

The subject was opened by Esq. 
Ned Campbell, who oll'ercd tho fol- 
lowing resolution as soon a- ili- ap- 
plication for a grant of the right or 
way over the principal roads or the 
county was road : 

"Jttiolved, That the Union Turn- 
pike Co , bo granted tho right of way 
asked by them over different roads or 
Mils county." 

Following Ibis E<q. T. II. Msj 
submitted a petition signed by 40 
citizens or South Christian asking 
dial tho Palmyra road be not piked, as 
they preferred the prosout system or 
roads. 

The discussion was opened by Enq 
II. B. Clark who made a rattling 
speech in favor of the Campbell reso- 
lution. He said he voiced the univer- 
sal sentiment of his constituents, who 
wanted pikes lo a man. The county 
has inado appropriations of from 
f3,000 to 40,000 annually r..r years 
and still the mud roads get worse all 
the time. It will be a saving of $ lo,- 

000 a yoar lo let this company take 
the public roads and keep Hicin up. 
He was opposed to restrictions that 
might drive off tbe proposed in -est- 
ments. Hu was willing Tor the com- 
pany lo lako any and all roads it 
wanted and metal them, provided 
they gave ua good roada. Ho argued 
that It is economy to pay toll ami have 
good rosds, as hauling could be done 
with less team. The petition came 
Trom towards Clarknvllle, where the 
people had no lovo for llopkinsville 
anyway. He was In ravor or build- 
lug ii,, llopkinsville and benefiting 
Ihe county and Hie people at tbe same 
timo. 

Esq. Clark was vigorously applaud- 
ed by the crowd lu the roar or the 
room, which brought Esq. Warfleld to 
his feet with a motion to adjourn, al- 
though It waa only 11 o'clock. The 
motion was not put and Esq. Pool 
spoke and said lie wauled Ihe present 
free turnpikes valued and slock Is- 
sued to the county to that amount In 
ihe new company. 

Eaq. Warfleld tbnn took the floor. 
He said he favored the grant but 
wanted restrictions thorwu round the 
company. He wanted specifications 
for each line proposed and was only 
lu ravor or granting the right as the 
roads were built. At present he 

1 bought right or way Tor 80 miles 
was enough and further applications 

ould he acted on in October. 

E»q. Clark said be was opposed to 
rubtrictiona or any kind. 

Eaq. Davie endorsed Esq. Warlield's 
remarks and also warned to know the 
exact character of ihe roads proposed, 
enpoclally that on the Palmyra road. 
He wanted restrictions on every road 
separately and discussed Ihe matler 
at length. 

Judgo l-andon, the company's at- 
torney, made some explanatory re- 
marks. The company was willing 
to bo restricted by tho stale laws ap- 
plicable to turnpikes but if impossi- 
ble requirements wero exacted it 
would simply kill the enterprise. Un- 
fair restrictions would cause Mr. La- 
tham to withdraw his proposition, as 
he could not afTonl lo invest $50,000 
lu an unsafe and unfair undertaking. 
However, the company was willing 
for tho grants on roads nol Improved 
in 12 or 18 iii-ni lm to be revoked, If 
tho court thought best. 

Esq. Campbell then spoke in favor 
of hia resolution and made a capital 
apcech. He favored unconditional 
grants. Mr. Latham waa a man of 
broad and liberal views and the di- 
rectors were our own citizens and he 
did not beliove there was any jobbery 
In the mailer. Ho answered all or 
tho objections raised and stated his 
views in a clear, convincingstyle that 
showed him to be not only fully in ac 
iord with Hie progress of the times 
but a bad man to tackle In a discus- 
sion. 

The court then adjourned, and reas 
aembled at 1 o'clock. • 

Judge Laudea read the order drawn 
up which set forth the terms of the 
grant asked, which applied to all 
roads In the couutv with no further 
restrictions than are coutalnod in the 
slate laws except that tho pike to the 
Asylum is lo remain under control 
of tbe county aud still be rreeaauow. 

Esq. Campbell moved Its adoption 
and Esq. Warfleld submitted an 
amendment which provided that ou 
ly 50 miles should, be granted and 
that persons living on roadstrlbutary 
to piked roads should pay only a pro- 
portionate rate or loll, in accordance 
with Ihe distance traveled. After a 

good many questions and addi- 
tional remarks the previous 
question ." an called for by Esq.

were known to be opposed to the 
grant on their roads. The ayos affil 
nays wore nol called for and the 
court stands as having given the rbjht 
or way by a practically unanimous 
vote. 

Tho court then adjourned.

Dr. John D. Clardy, Chriatlan Co., 
Ky., Master of Kentucky State 
Orange; President Ken- 
tucky Farnwru' Insti- 
tute, 

Kliriiicr^ Home Journal. 

On our extreme southern border 
we find the subject for a sketch 
which will please, not only his own 
rrleuds, but all Ihoso who respect In- 
telligence, employed In agricultural 
pursuits aud success In the noblest 
calling or man. 

Dr. John I). Clardy was Wu lu 
Middle Teuuossec, August 30, 1828 
Ilia father, Johu (,'. Clardv. was born 
in North Carolina, In 17118, and re- 
moved with Ills parents to Middle 
Tennessee His mother was born in 
Virginia lis 1801, and camo to Ten- 
nessee wlih hor mothor at au early 
day. They were married in 1822 in 
Tennessee, and removed to Christian 
county, Ky., when the subject oTour 
aketch was two yoarsorage. ilo has 
lived in Christian county, near New- 
stead, ever siuce, with tbe exception 
or seven years residence iu Ballard 
couuty, iu this 8lale. His early edu- 
cation was obtained at the county 
schools, and he graduated at the 
Georgetown College at Ihe ago of 
iiiuetecn. He then studied medicluo, 
and graduated rrom the University 
or Peiiiiaylvauia with the degree of 
M. D. iu 1851. Several years were 
apent In the practice of his profession, 
but afterwards he gave it up, and lias 
iuce been occupiod actively in farm- 
ing. He was married in 1854 lo Miss 
Anna F. Bacou, daughter of Fielding 
Bacon, and grand daiightcrfur Capt. 
Kdiiinnd Bacon, oi Trigg county, 
Ky., who was for many years bnsi- 
ots manager for Thomas Jefferson, 
and assisted him In laying oil' the 
grounds for the University or Vir- 
ginia. 

Four children have been born to 
them, of whloh two sons aud a 
daughter survive. The sons are 
partners or their rather in farming 
and stock-raising. They are opera- 
ling 1,500 acres or fine laud near 
Newatead— one-third ol which lias 
only reccully been added to their 
possessions. 

For many years Dr. Clardy follow- 
ed the fashion oT the day and devoted 
much of his land to tobacco growing, 
but with the change in the labor sys- 
tem, ho turned attention moro to 
wheat, grass and stock, and at an 
early day graded up bin cattle with 
Shorthorn sires ; and a few ycara ago 
bought also registered female*. The 
herd now numbers over 100 head, 
about hair of which are registered 
and (he balance very high grades. A 
more select or better conditioned lot 
or cattle will not beeaally found. The 
register d animals are excellent and 
finely bred. 

The two farms, "Oakland" and 

Itock Hollow," which have been 
owned by Dr. Clardy formally years, 
might well be pointed lo ss worthy 
the attention of young farmers. The 
soil, uaturally good, has been brought 
to the highest stato of fertility by 
systematic rotation. The writer has 
•eeu on this place a twenty acre Held 
of wheat, which made 35 bushels per 
acre in a bad wheat year. This is tint 
a sample or what is done by intelli- 
gent management or tho natural re- 
sources, aud Is within the reach of all. 

At tho first organization of the 
Grange lu Kontucky, Dr. Clardy be- 
came a member and has beon active 
In the cause over since. He fllkd the 
office of Overseer and then was elect- 
ed Mssteror Iho State Graugc, an or- 
flce which he now holds. He was 
elected President or the Kentucky 
State Farmers' Institute last year, and 
is always found lu the rronk ranks in 
any movement meant lo encourage 
progress orspread intelligence among 
iho rural classes. 

He has a fund or information gain- 
ed from long study, and is always 

tiling to impart It to brother farm- 
ers, when nothing in the doing so ap- 
pear to overstep the bounds of a na- 
tive modesty which always checks 
any movement which mlghi seem to 
be putting hiniscirforward. Though 
orten solicited, he has deelinod to ask 
for political office or permit his name 
to be used in thst connection. 

He Is a Democrat, aud In religion a 
Baptist and a deacon iu his church. 
Ills mother, aged 82, still lives on the 
farm settled by her husband lu 1832. 

Dr. Clardy Is winning in manner 
and entertaining in conversation, hos- 
pitable under all clrcumntaueos, and 
charitable— altogether the klud of 
citizen Kentucky cannot have too 
many of.
